During the regular monthly 
meeting Thursday, March 9, 
Coffee. County. Board of 
Education members received a 
draft of the proposed school cal- 
endar for school term 2006-07. 

Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram quickly noted that some 
changes had to be made to the 
proposed calendar as schools 
will be increasing the number of 
instructional’ days from .175 to 
180 for ‘the 2006-07 school 
term.’Also, she said the Coffee 
County School System most 
likely-will have to start the term 
a few days later than normal 
because of the arrival of test 
scores from the state. 

In the proposed. calendar, 
Ingram said the school term will 
probably begin Aug. 7th. In the 
past, school has been out for the 
entire week of Thanksgiving;

whole week off. Also, she said 
the calendar will change in 
regards to Spring Break as the 
system will go from 10 days off 
to only five days off. 

With the. changes © at 
Thanksgiving and Spring Break, 
Ingram said the system will still 
be able to end the school term at 
the end of May. She said the 
proposed calendar has the last 
day for students on May 30th 
and the last day for teachers on 
May 31st. 

No action was taken by board 
members regarding the calen- 
dar. Ingram said she wanted to 
get it out for review, and the 
board will vote to accept the 
proposed calendar at a later 
date. 

With Spring Break set to 
begin the day after the March 
9th board SHOE the superin- 


tendent had a promising report 
regarding the renovation work 
at New Brockton High School. 

Ingram said a good deal of 
progress has been made in the 
past few weeks, She said con- 
tractors plan to be finished by 
April 15th.

If there is one thing Alabama 
cannot afford to do, it is to allow 
the Democrats to establish a 
method by which they can get 
liberal activist judges in charge 
of the Alabama state court sys- 
tem again. 

For decades, they controlled 
almost all of the state courts - 
the appeals courts and the state 
Supreme, Court - and those 
courts became more of a legisla- 
tive body than a judiciary. The 


"courts were stacked with mostly 


ultraliberal judges who were 
supported and promoted by the 
trial lawyers. 

Many of their rulings were 
far-reaching and radical. As a 
result, Alabama became known 
nationwide as a “tort hell”. With 
the hostile attitude of the courts 
toward the business community, 
corporations would not come to 
Alabama, and many moved out 
of state to more friendly and fair 
atmospheres. 

A few years ago, the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce. pub- 
lished a survey concerning legal 
reform and noted that Alabama 


was rated 48th of 50 for fair- 
ness, impartiality and competen- 
cy. It concluded states receiving 
high marks for fairness have an 
advantage over states such as 
Alabama. 

It was not until after the 
Alabama Legislature passed a 
tort reform bill and the Supreme 
Court seats were filled with 
elected rvative atid moder- 
ate Republican judges that cor- 
porations began developing 
more industry in this state. As a 
result, residents now have 
access to hundreds of thousands 
of good-paying jobs. 

Unemployment is at an all- 
time low, the state surplus is at 
an all-time high and the gover- 
nor 6 proposing a tax reduction 


for all citizens, ‘Also, the gover-’ 


nor has been working with a 
task force for the purpose of 
developing industry in the Black 
Belt, 

When the judges were mostly 
all Democrats, the Democrats 
thought the system was just fine 
and resisted doing anything 
about changing the election 
process.. Now that they have 
lost control of ‘the courts, they 
are anxious to change the rules. 
The people of Alabama can’t 
afford it.

Important and time saving information for anyone needing a 
new replacement Social Security number and card

A Social Security card and 
number are almost essentials for 
life in 21st century America. 
That is why Social Secunty 
wants to make sure that if you or 
a family member is applying for 
a new or a replacement Social 
Security card that you under- 
stand the new rules on what 
identifying documents you will 
need to bring with you. Here is 
some useful information that 
can make | the | application 
process easier and quicker. 

If you are applying for a new 
or replacement Social Secunty 
card remember that all docu- 
ments that you bring to Social 
Security to prove your identity, 
age, citizenship or immigration 
status must be either originals or 
copies certified by the. issuing 
agency. Social Security cannot 
accept photocopies or notarized 
copies of documents. 

Social Security also has strict 
requirements on what docu- 
ments we can accept to prove 
your citizenship and identty. 

Under a new law, only certain 
documents can be accepted as 
proof of U.S. citizenship. These 
include your U.S, birth certifi- 
cate or U.S. passport, or a 
Certificate of Naturalization or 
Certifieate of Citizenship. If you 
are applying for a replacement 
Social Security card, Social 
Security does not need proof of 
your citizenship or age 

Social Security will ask you 


to prove your identity by pro- 
viding an acceptable document 
that shows your name, identify - 


acceptable identity documents 
include your State-issued dri- 
ver's license, State-issued non- 
driver identification card or U:S. 


passport. 

If you do not have these doc- 
uments or Cannot get a replace- 
ment for them within 10 days, 
Social Security may acept other 
proofs of identity, such as an 
employee ID card, a school ID 
card, a health insurance card or 
an adoption decree. These docu- 
ments, however, must have a 
recent picture Or contain enough 
information to prove your iden- 
tity. 

If you are not a U.S. citizen 
and are applying for a Social 
Security card and number, 
Social Security will need to see 
your current U.S. immigration 
documents. Acceptable docu- 
ments for proof of idenuty for 
non-citizens include current 
U-S. immigration documents 
from the Department of 
Homeland Security, such as 
Form 1-551, 1-94 with an unex- 
pired foreign passport or a work 
permit card. 

Each year millions of people 
change their name, Whether 
due to a marriage, divorce or 
any other situation, reporting a 
name change to Social Security 
helps ensure that you will 
receive proper credit for your 
earnings and, one day, the 
Social Security benefits based 


on those earnings, If you need 
to change your name on your 
Social Security card, you must 
show proof of your legal name 
change. Acceptable documents 
include a marriage document, a 
divorce decree stating that you 
may change your name or a 
court order for a name. change, 
provided that these documents 
give identifying information 
about you, such as your date of 
birth or age. 

If the documents that you pro- 
vide do not give enough identi- 
fying information about. you, 
Social Security will ask that you 
also provide other documents: 
You may need two identity doc- 
uments, one showing your old 
name and a second document 
with your new name. And these 
documents must\have identify- 
ing information or a recent pho- 


tograph.
